. Trade and Taxes. 


Sir Robert Horne at Glasgow, and Sir 
Peter Rylands in London, made important 
statements yesterday on the industrial 
situation. They approached the sub- 
ject from opposite standpoints and 
the reader must choose for himself 
between their conflicting opinions. Sir 
Robert Horne is an optimist; optimism 
is part of the stock-in-trade of a good 
Chancellor. The nation’s trade, he says, 
has touched the bottom of its depression, 
and is beginning once more to climb back 
to the heights of prosperity. With the 
advent of world peace and the intimate 
comradeship of all parties in the State all 
will be well. This prediction will not help 
matters very much. In the first place, if 
Britain must wait until world peace is 
established before she can revive her indus- 
trial well-being, she may as well resign 
herself to long years of poverty. In busi- 
ness affairs the man or the nation that 
takes the line of least resistance never will 
World peace must be antici- 
pated by British trade, and the best way 
to anticipate it is to develop commercial 
and industria] intercourse between the 
nations. In the next place, it is much 
easier to talk about “co-operation’’ than 
to achieve it. Clearly, the ideal way to 
improve the situation is to induce Labour 
and Capital to work hand in hand; but 
the plain truth is that at present they are 
not at all disposed to join their forces. 
Tl srefore, the best must be made of a bad 
job. 

Sir Peter Rylands laid much of the 
blame for the country’s unfortunate posi- 
tion at the door of the Government. 
Taxation has bled British industry 
white, and its incidence is causing 
more serious damage now than ever 
it caused before. Take income tax. Firms 
are assessed on a basis of three years’ 
average profits. Consequently they are 
being required to: pay at a rate which, 
while it might have been fairly reasonable 
in 1919, when money was plentiful, is 
ruinous now, when money is scarce, Many 
companies, according to Sir Peter Rylands, 
are being forced this year to draw bn their 
capital in order to pay their income tax. 
Nothing could be more dangerous from an 
economic point of view. Income tax must 
be paid out of current profits. Otherwise 
it ceases to be an income tax, and becomes 
a levy on capital, which, consensu omnium, 
is an abomination. There can be no com- 
parison between the profits, which were 
made in 1919 and those which are being 
made to-day. Wholesale prices have fallen 
enormously, credit has shrunk, and increas- 
ing competition has more than satisfied 
effective demand, Trade, naturally, has 
declined, but no attempt has been made 
by the Government to temper the wind 
to the shorn lamb. Income tax is stil] six 
shillings in the pound: Al) the other 
imposts are as formidable as ever, aud Sir 
Robert Horne’s ‘recent speech on the Con- 
solidated Fund Bill proved beyond a doubt 
that, if this year is bad, next year is hkely 
to be worse. 

Taxation depends on policy, and no 
relief can be expected by the taxpayer 
until the Government mends its ways. 
Unless there is a drastic change in the 
Government's general policy, there will 
be. no reduction in taxes next March. 
In this connection the Washington Con- 
ference is of the highest importance. 
lí the Hughes scheme is adopted, 
Britain will be able to dispense with 
her four new Hoods, which have 
been estimated to cost some £9,000.000 
apiece. Apart from the: fighting forces. 
however, economy can be practised 
in mahy ways. The Civil Service esti- 
| Every department 
is overstaffed, and some could be abolished 
altogether without great loss to the State. 
Doles and subsidies, too, must go by the 
board, and, above all, the habit of borrow- 
ing must be broken. The revival of trade 
is the country’s only hope, and it never 
will revive while the millstone of taxation 
is round its neck. Sir Robert Forne him- 
self admitted yesterday that high taxes 
constituted the greatest obstacle in the path 
of trade. Our manufacturers cannot com- 
pete with the Germans; they hardly can 
compete with the Americans, in spite of 
the advantages of the dollar exchange. 
Consequently Britain is over-run_ with 
unemployed, and the fibre of the nation 
is being weakened by poverty and distress. 
Courage and imagination are the qualities 
of which the country stands in greatest 
need. Mr. Lloyd George has them both, 
if he chooses to exert them. The vital 
test of his statesmanship is at hand. 


The Angora Agreement. 


The Cabinet has considered the French 
Government's explanation of its separate 
agreement with Turkey. The two Powers 
pledged themselves by the Treaty of 
Sevres against any signing of a separate 
peace. So recently as last July M. 
Briand declared that France would under- 
take no general engagement towards 
the Turks without the consent of 
her Allies. The Franco-Kemalist agree 
ment, which arranges for the disposal of 
important territory in Asia “Minor, is a 
clear breach. of M. Briand’s promise. The 
French Government explains now that the 
Angora agreement is not a treaty, but a 
“local accord,”’ and that it was the alter- 
native to the maintenance of a large 
French army on the frontier of Cilicia. 
The facts remain that Britain was not 
consulted about it and that it shatters the 
purpose and policy of the Treaty of 
Sévres. Moreover, this furtive agreement 
injures the prospects of that peace in the 
Near East which is one of the prime 
necessities of Europe. There was a likeli- 
hood that Turkey and Greece, having 
fought themselves to a stand-still, would 
ask the Great Powers to mediate between 
them. Now those Powers are divided. 
Britain is pledged to the settlement. of 
Sévres. France and Italy have come to 
separate terms with the Turk, who, con- 
fident in their support, is resuming his 
old aggressiveness. Already the Armenians 
in Cilicia are dreading a Kemalist attack. 
The French Government's reply to the 
new British Note, which is believed to be 
in the nature of a polite, but firm, protest 
will be awaited anxiously by all friends 
of peace.

Settlers in Canada. 


Canada, like Australia, is making plans 
to help both herself and the mother 
country by means of a large immigration 
of British blood. They will be based on 
her Government’s experience in the settle- 
ment of soldiers on the land. The Cana- 
dian Minister of Emigration, Dr. W. J. 
Blacke, who is now in London, says that 
his Government is prepared to guide 
accepted immigrants in the selection and 
purchase of land and to help and super- 
vise their farming operations for the 
first two’ or three years, The British 
settlers will be selected carefully and 
will be placed with the right people. 


There is a “black list' of Canadian 


be warned. Dr. Blacke, who is confident 
of the success of the scheme, points out 
that Canada has provided for more re- 
turned soldiers than all the other coun- 
tries in the world. In Ontario, for in- 
stance, more than a thousand ex-Service 
men, settled on the land, are repaying 
their loans as punctually as Irish 
farmers have repaid them under our 
own Purchase Acts. Throughout the 
whole Dominion 12,231 ex-soldiers were 
liable for repayments last November 
and 9,330 fulfilled their trust. Since the 
end of the war some 27,000 persons have 
been established on the land in Canada. 
The number of approved loans was nearly 
21,000, to a total amount of more ‘than 
eighty-five million dollars. 


Cruelty to Children. 


Dublin’s men and women are as tender- 
hearted to helpless infancy as any on this 
earth; but that there are brutes among 
them is proved by the sad annals of the 
National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children. At its annual meet- 
ing yesterday the Dublin Branch xeported 
that during the past year it had investi- 
gated nearly one thousand cases. It is a 
dreadful thought that cruelty is in some 
measure responsible for the high rate of 
infant mortality in Dublin. Drink is one 
of the things that turn men and women 
into beasts. Bad housing, as Charles 
Kingsley preached, achieves the same end 
by a slower, but “- less certain, process. 
It is certain that, if Dublin 's filthy slums 
were eliminated to-morrow, the need of 
the Society s vigilance would be vastly 
abated. We agree heartily with two things 
which were said at yesterday's meeting. 
One is Sir Nevile Wilkinson's suggestion 
that: the slum-owner’s name should be 
placarded on the front of all foul and de- 
caying premises. The other is the Lord 
Chancellor's remedy for cold-blooded, 
Satanic cruelty—namely, the “eat,” Jaid 
on with a just and heavy hand. Baby- 
farming is, perhaps, the worst, because 
the most fatal and most mercenary, form 
of cruelty to infants. We commend to the 
urgent notice of the police and the Cor- 
poration Sir Andrew Horne’s startling 
account of its activities in Dublin. 


The Apocrypha. 


Is the Apocrypha entitled to a place in 
the Services of the Church of England? 
The question was discussed on Tuesday 
at the autumn session of the Church's 
National Assembly. That doughty con- 
servative, Sir Edward Clarke, moved that 
the report of the Prayer Book Revision 
Committee should be referred back to it, 
with an instruction for substitution of 
lessons from Holy Scripture for those 
taken from the Apocrypha. He declared 
that already Bible-reading was at a low 
ebb in the country and that this was no 
time for giving another blow to the his- 
torical books. The wars of the Maccabees 


Tobias was “ unwholesome fiction.’’ Sir 
Edward admitted that the Apocrypha might 
be read “ for example of life and instruc- 
tion of manners —bat not from the 
lecterns of the Church. Bishop Ryle and 
the Dean of Ely were champions of the 
unauthorised books, in at in one of 
which—' The Book of Wisdom '—" some 
of the noblest utterances of hope’’ were 
to be found. In the end Sir Edward 
Clarke’s amendment was defeated. Pro- 
bably the Apocrypha’s place in sacred 
literature always will be a matter of dis- 
pute, but it can claim that at least one 
sentence from it has taken of late an 
abiding root in the national heart. That 
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The Earl and Countess of Shaftesbury are at 
St. Giles’s, Dorset. Lord Shaftesbury has pro- 
mised to’ sig at the concert in aid of the 
Lord Roberts Memorial Workshops at West- 
minster on the 7th December. Lady Decies, 
who has been at her house in. London since 
September, has icft for America, as her mother, 
Mrs. George Gould, died suddenly last week at 
Lakewood, New Jersey.

Out of very slender material Mr. Charlés K. 
Ayre, one of the shining lights of the Ulster 
Players, has woven a very amusing comedy to 
which he has applied the title, “ Loaves and 
Fishes.” It has, of course, to do with miracles, 
but the main miracle is how the author manages 
to expand his subject to three acts. That other 
miracle-worker, George A. Birmingham, could 
hardly have done it more miraculously. What 
Ballymoy is to General John Regan, Ardkee! 
is to this newest Uleter play. In this little fishing 
village of County Down one gets almost the 
same types as those of Ballymoy, fortunately 
excepting the local journalist. a 

Doran, the schoolmaster, with a mania for 
statistics, agrees to give his daughter, Nelly, to 
the suitor who best appiies mathematics to 
business. There are two rivals for Nelly’s hand 
—Curran, “a cadger” and small farmer, and 
Sloan, the village baker. 

The struggle resolves itself into a duel be- 
tween mathematics and miracles, The baker, 
by a process of applied geometry, makes an 
apparently bigger loaf, which brings him more 
money. ‘The cadger’s herrings, noted as being 
the emallest' in the land and sea, suddenly. 
acquire the gift of yielding five-pound notes 
when dissected. The amount of stale fish in 
that village becomes dangerous to the public 
health and a worry to Sergeant Lenaghan, 
whose duties as Food and Drugs Inspector and 
luspector of Weights and Measures are quite 
enough already.

DISBANDED CAVALRY.

RETIREMENTS AND 
TRANSFERS. 


The Army Council has now completed its ar- 
rangements for the disbandment of the four 
cavalry regiments—Sth (Royal frish) Lancers, 
19th Royel Mussars (Queen Alexandra s Own), 
th Hussars, and 2ist Lancers (Empress of 
India’s). Certain officers have elected to go on 
half-pay or retired pay, while the remainder are 
being transferred to other regiments. Some of 
those who are now serving overseas have been 
retained abroad for posting to their new regr 
ments without further delay. : 

Generally speak: other ranks, including 
those who have compléted 21 years’ service and 
who have been permitted to continue in the 
servic: for a specified period (but excluding all 
others who have completed 21 years’ service), 
are being re-posted throughout their own corps 
or voluntarily transferred to the Household 
Cavalry Corps of Dragoons, Infantry, or Tank 
Corps as the exigencies of the Service permit. 
As a limited number of bandsmen are required 
for transfer to the Royal Corps of Signals, with 
the view to the formation of a band for that 
corps, and a number of junior N.C.O.’s are re- 
quired in infantry regiments, eertain SS

ferred accordingly. 

As to the disposal of the regimental funds, it 
is decided that the Presidents’ Regimental In- 
stitute Funds and Band Fund will be handed 
over to the Command Paymaster, Southern 
Command, for transfer-to the custody of the 
United Services Trustee. Mess furniture and 
other articles which are the property of the 
regiments, and not of the pubhe, may be so 
and the proceeds credited to the regimental 
funds of the regiments.

ENGLISH ROYAL MARRIAGES. 


— 


The marriage of Princess Mary to a British 
subject will not be without precedent, ancient 
and moderu, in the history of the Royal Family. 
Indeed, it may be said that it was only the 
House of Hanover that contracted. alhances 
exclusively with foreign Royalty. The earlier 
sovereigns of that douse were themselves 
foreigners. ; 

Adela, daughter of the Congueror, married 
a Norman subject, the Comte de Blois, an 
their son was King Stephen. King John’s first 
wife was Hadwisa of Gloucester, and their 
daughter, Eleanor, married Simon de Montfort, 
Earl >f Leicester. ‘The Black Prince married 
Joan of Kent, no doubt a Plantagenet, but 
still, a subject of Edward III. Indeed, three 
of that monarch’s sons took English wives, and 
a fourth sought his wife out of Wweland, thus 
uniting the English Royal Family with the 
Norman-Irish de Burghs, a connection new 
about to be renewed. 

Lionel, Duke of Clarence, King Edward's 
third son, married Elizabeth de Burzh, heiress 
of Connaught and Ulster. She had Roya! 
blood in her veins ‘through her mother, the 
granddaughter of Edmond Crouchback, Ear! of 
Lancaster, younger brother of Edward I. 
Lione! of Clarence laid claim to the de Burch 
estates in Ireland, but cadet branches of the 
de Burghs took and held possession. From one 
of these descended the Earls of Mayo, from 
another the Earls, subsequently Marquises, of 
Clanricarde, and Viscount Lascelles, whose be- 
trothal to Princess Mary is announced, is a 
great grandson of the first Marquis of Clanri- 
carae. 

The Royal House of York showed a marked 
predilection for House alliances, and the name 
of the House of Tudor mdicates its origin. The 
Stuart Kings sought their wives abroad, but 
James 11. married Anne Hyde, and their two 
daughters were Queens of England. 

In our own time, Queen Victoria's fourth 
daughter married the Marquis of Lorne, then 
legally a commoner, though subsequently Duke 
of grá N and King Edward’s eldest daughter 
followed this precedent by marrying another 
Scotsman, the Earl, subsequently Duke. of 
Fife. E. L.

LORD CARSON'S CASE. 


The following correspondence has taken place 
between Lord Carson and Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain, M.P., with reference to his letter to Mr. 
Ronald McNeill, M.P., of the 14th inst. — 
oe Carson wrote, under date November 

Dear CHAMBERLAIN,—In your letter to Ronald 
McNeill, M.P., of the 14th inst.. you made a 
statement suggesting that in 1918, when the 
Cabinet was pressing for a settlement of the 
Irish difficulty and spoke of the securing of an 
agreement to establish a single Legislature for 
an united Ireland, neither I nor any of the 
Ulster members raised any protest. I fee] quite 
certain that when you wrote this you had not 
recalled or informed yourself of the facts: but 
the information which has since appeared in 
the Press might have gemonstrated to you that 
such a suggestion was without foundation. |] 
am surprised, therefore, to learn that you and 
your agents distributed copies of this letter at 
the Liverpool Conference. , 
This may appear to you a very insignificant 
matter, but as regards myself and my Ulster 
colleagues it is a matter of very vital import- 
ance, as it leaves us open to the charge that, 
either purposely or through negligence, we were 
prepared to allow such a policy to be initiated 
without any attempt on our part to prevent it. 
If that were true, it would give the lie to every- 
thing we have ever said or promised to the 
people of Ulsier, who have so long shown an 
unparalleled trust and confidence in myself as 
their leader. : i 


WHAT HAPPENED. 

Now let me repeat what happened. . The 
moment I was informed that the Primie Minister 
proposed such a policy as you refer to, I in- 
formed him and my colleagues ig the Cabinet 
that I could not support it, and I consequently 
resigned. Colonel! Sir J. Craig, who was also a 
member of the Government, on being made 
acquainted with the facts, took the same course. 
I summoned a meeting of my Ulster colleagues 
the same evening in the House of Commons, 
and they entirely approved my action. 

But the matter does not rest there. Shortly 
afterwards I went to Ulster, where 1 explained 
my action to the Ulster Council, and addressed 
several meetings throughout the province, at ali 
of which my action was approved. All this ap- 
peared in the Press of this country. Further, 
on my return from Ulster I wrote to the Prime 
Minister on the 14th February, 1918, a letter in 
which the following passage occurs :— 

“ Bince I have returned from Ireland I have 
been thinking a good deal of the possibilities 
of a settlement during the war. It is clear to 
my mind that no settlement consistent with the 
interests of Great Britain ean be devised which 
will satisfy the Sinn Fein or the extreme Na- 
tionalist Party who sympathise with Sinn Fein. 
If, therefore, any attempt is made to bring 
Ulster into an Irish Parliament to which they 
are averse, you will have-both Sinn Fein and 
Ulster in opposition to the new Government, 
and I do not believe that any Government 
started under such circumstances wo have 
the least chance of success. 

“The promises made to Ylster when the war 
broke out were very distinct, and were fre- 
quently repeated by me when I wae asking the 


people to join the Army——viz., that no attempt 
would m to set up a Home Rule 
Parliament in Ireland during the continu- 
ance of the war, and, indeed, this was 


provided by legislation. I can assure you that 
the Ulster people, who have suffered severely in 
the loss of their men at the front, will regard 
it as an act of treachery if the promises are 


Parliament.” 

A copy of thas letter was sent to my late 
colleagues. What other methods of protest | 
might have taken I do not know now, but 
please remember the war was in its ‘most criti- 
cal stage, and I was deeply concerned that, as 
far as possible, all irritation should be avoided. 
I would remind you, also, that these negotia- 
tions for an Irish seitiement eventually came 
to nothing, because the Government discovered 
documents in the pockets of the men who were 
at that moment. and are now, the leaders of 
the South and West of Ireland, showing there 
was an arrangement between them and the 
Germaus to attack us at the moment of our 
grcatest peril. (See Prime Minister's speech in 
the Howse of Commons on August 5, 1920.) I 
hope I have now satisfied you that your sugges- 
tion, of which I complain, was unfounded, and 
I am sure you will take whatever course you 
think proper to set the matter right.

PROTEST AGAINST. 
HEAVY TAXES. 
Be ee 


_ An important statement on the effect: of 
taxation on industry was made by. Sir Peter 
Rylands, retiring President, at the annual 
meeting of the Federation of British Industries, 
in the Hotel Cecil, London, yesterday. The 
meeting represented every industry in the 
United Kingdom. Pigs ey 
Discussing what he called the unfortunate 
financial policy of the Government, Sir Peter 
said :—The Government has squeezed industry 
financially dry, and by the operation of the 
income táx, based on the three years’ average 
profits, many companies will be hard - pressed 
to meet their commitments, except by inroads 
into their capital. Nothing could be more 
calculated to hamper demand and depress trade. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer would be 
well’ advised to retrace the unfortunate step 
as far as possible, and to lighten the burden 
upon industry at all costs. Taxation must be 
paid out of production, and with the nation’s 
productions far below the normal, the taxable 
capacity of the nation is more than propor- 
tionately reduced. 3 

Manufacturers, Sir Peter continued, realised 
better than any the difficulties with which they 
had to contend in maintaining their output, 
and they would agree that even at the risk 
of the charge of. being actuated by selfish 
motives they should press on the Government 
the wisdom of pursuing a financial policy which, 
if even for mément economically unsound, 
was in the true national interest and practically 
expedient. 

He pointed out the need for drastic economy 
in the Government service, and said that every 
source of expenditure should be examined and 
justified, on the ground that it was essential 
to the well-being or security of the State. 
Referring to the Railway Act, 1921, Sir Peter 
said that the Act was no doubt something of 
an experiment, but the atmosphere of co-opera- 
tion in which it was passed argued well for 
the future, and he honed that, if the same 
atmosphere could be maimtained, it might prove 
the blessing and assistance to industry which 
he was confident was the Ministers’ eal ail 
only aim.

- GALWAY JAIL FIRED. 


Ten policemen and eleven political prisoners 
were injured in Galway prison yesterday morn- 
ing in an encounter following the setting on 
fire of part of the prison by the prisoners. 

This action, our Galway Correspondent states, 
was taken as a protest against the treatment 
of one of the prisoners, Mr. D. Crowley, a 
Barrister-at-law, who was tried by courtmartial 
at Galway on January 20 last on a charge.of 
having been in possession of documents relat- 
At the trial Mr. 
Crowley admitted that he was a Republican 
judge. He was undergoing a sentence of one 
year's imprisonment, without hard labour. 

At ten o'clock yesterday bedding, clothing, 
and coils of rope were piled in a room on the 
ground floor in the southern wing of the 
rison, and oil and paints, which were taken 
fim the painters’ shop, were poured over the 
heap. pile was then set abuse.  Simul- 
taneously, six warders were seized and marched 
to the northern corridor, where they were 
kept prisoners. 

eanwhile another fire was started in the 
northern wing. ‘he punishment cell was 
broken into, and eight bales of fibre which were 
stored there were ignited. An attempt to enter 
the padded cell failed, but the door was 
damaged. | 

The staircases in the northern and southorn 
wings, which are made of iron and wood, were 
partially destroyed. While the fire was burn- 
ing, the prisoners sang “ A Soldier's Song” and 
similar airs. | i 
After some time, one of the wavders got his 
head through a. window and sounded an alarm 
on his whistle. By this time tke pissoners, 
about forty of whom, out of the fifty-three in. 
the prison, are said to have been concerned in 
the fire, barricaded thé northern and southern 
wings. tes 

Police and military were sent for, ad son 
arrived with fire extinguishing @pparatus. The 
Urban Fire Brigade also responded to the call. 
When the police arrived warders tried ui- 
successfully to induce the prisoners to return to 
their cells. An encounter between the police 
and the prisoners followed, and in this the 
injuries already mentioned were sustained by 
both sides. Ten prisoners were taken to the 
prison hospital: afterwards. a 
By noon the fire was virtually extinguished, 
and half an hour later the military and voice 
withdrew. Later in the day, Mr. Crowley was 
removed from the prison in a military amb'i- 
lance to the railway station. It is believed that 
he was taken to Dublin. .

About that hour thousands of men were going 
to work at the shipyards and factories, but they 
appear to have escaped injury, as no casualties 
among them were re ovted. ‘ 
Police and ~=military, accompanied by 
armoured cars and caged lorries, were on duty 
in the danger zone, and patrolled the districts 
throughout the day, but this did not prevent 
the firing of stray shots. ! 
During the morning there was sniping at Gar- 
moyle street, in the Corporation street area, 
where a bomb was thrown at a tramecar on 
Tuesday evening. Here the first casualty of th 
day took place shortly after 10 a.m. Patrick — 
Brunton, of Vore street, a labourer, was stand- 
ing at the corner of Dock street and Corpora- 
tion street with some other men when a shot 
was heard; Brunton was wounded in the head 
and fell. He was removed to the Mater. Infir- 
morum Hospital, but died before reaching it. 
About the same hour a middle-aged woman 
named Margaret, Millar, of 4 Dock lane, was 
shot in the chest. She was brought to hospital! 
in a critical condition. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock, in consequence of 
the shooting of Brunton, the labourers at the 
low dock ceased work for the day. 


STREETS DESERTED, 


A visit to the disturbed area showed that 
‘virtually all the streets were deserted. Small 
crowds gathered at the corners and watched 
from a safe distance the police and military 
endeavouring to “ mm the snipers. Occa- 
sionally there was a burst of fire from the gun- 
men, followed by retugn fire from the military, 
and the onlookers immediately sought cover. 
Vehicle workers run grave risk during the 
present unrest, and Mr. L. M‘Curdy, of the 
United Vehicle Workers’ Union, has applied to 
the authorities for protection for carters; iram- 
car drivers, motor drivers, and others engaged 
in street trafic, particularly at the danger 
ints.in the Newtownards road, York street, 
North Queen sirecet, and Corporation sireet 
areas.

ARMOURED CARS AT WORK. 


A good deal of excitement was created in tle 
Royal avenue, Donegall street, and Yor 
street area shortly after one o'clock by two rifle 
shots, which were fired in quick succession. 
Hundreds of people were going home for dinner, 
and the sound of the shots caused « stampede 
and a rush for shelter. | 
There was some excitement in Kent streei, 
‘which runs on to Royal avenue at the Fre» 
Library, but the gun-men, it appears, were 
located in the North Queen street area. 

Afier the dinner hour, the body of a woman 
about TO years of age was taken to the Mater 
Infirmorum Hospital from the vieimity of 
Great Patrick street (York street area), while 
two men and two women were also admitted, 
suffering from gun-shot wounds. 
There was reneweli revolver firing in the 
York street locality shortly before closing wane 
in the indusirne! establishments. Michael Spal- 
len, of Moffatt street, received a fatal bullet 
wound, and Mr. Alexander Turnbull, manager 
of the saleroom of the York street Flax Mull, 
who is well known in linen circles, was slightly 
wounded in the leg. 

Police in caged cars and military in armoured 
‘ears paraded the district and succeeded in dis- 
persing the snipers, and the work>rs reached 
their homes without being molested.

BABY FARMING 
HORRORS. 


SIR ANDREW HORNE’S 
STATEMENT. 
—— 


Baby farming, where the greatest cruclty 
existed, was being carried on. Women took in 
infants for the sake of money, with the result 
that these children were often starved to death. 
One house had been brought under the notice 
of the Society, in partioular, and it was called 
the “ Coffin House.” The reason for that name 
was because of the many small coffins that were 
removed continually from the locality. In 
another case there was a baby-farming woman, 
who, in ten years, took in 25 infants. and 24 
were buried out of her house. 

This statement was made yesterday by Sir 
Andrew Horne at the annual meeting of the 
Dublin and District Branch of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, at which Sir Neville Wilkinson, 
K.C.V.0., presided. 

The Lord Chancellor expressed the opinion 
that the war had made men coarser than. they 
were before: 

The report showed the vast amount of good 
work carried on by the Society and its 
spectors. Nearly a thousand cases were 

_ vestigated, affecting the welfare of 1,987 
children. The offenders in these cases were 588 
men and 402 women, Donations amounting to 
£304 were received from the Junior Branch of 
the League of Pity, 

HOUSING AND CHILD WELFARE. 

The Chairman said that he wished to call 
aitention to the intimate connection that there 
was between housing and child welfare. They 
should be betraying their trust if they did not 
take a lively interest in all legislation which 
had direct, or indirect bearing on the health 
and happiness of children, and they were fully 
justified in supporting all legislation which had 
the betterment of the condition of the child in 
view. He had visited many of the homes in 
which—he said it with shame—the childhood of 
Dublin was being brought up. He would gug- 
gest that a law should be passed that the name 
of every individual or association should be 
written legtity.on the face of all dwellings for 
the alba a Cara] condition of which guch 
associations or individuals were responsible. 
(Hear, hear.) 


CRUELTY IN IRELAND. 

The Lord Chancellor of Ireland, in moving the 
adoption of the report, said that if people were 
astonished that such a society was necessary in 
their midst, let them read the reports in the 
English and Irish newspapers, and there they 
would see every day accounts of cruelty prac- 
tised on inoffensive children. It was all very 
well to say that these cruelties were due to the 
influence of drink, but they would find that 
many great and deliberate cruelties were due 
to the deliberate wickedness of persons not 
under the influence of drink and perfectly sane 
in their minds. They had to find the most 
effective way of dealing with that evil. 

He wished he could say that these cruelties 
did not happen in Ireland, but, unhappily, such 
was not the case. There were upwards of 1.000 
cases of cruelty brought to the public eye 
during the year; but where there was one case 
brought under public notice, there 
dozen cases which did not become public. He

PARIS, Tuesday. 
A despatch just received by the Ministry of 


from prison by one of the Bonnot gang. : 

After their exploits in 1911 the three princi 
pal members of the gang—Bonnot, Garniets, 
and Vallet—were shot by the police, who be- 
sieged them at Choisy le Roy and afterwards 
at Nogent sur Marne. . 

Four of their accomplices were sentenced to 
be guillotined, but one of the four, Dieudonne, 
had his sentence commuted to penal servitude 
for life, and was sent to French Guiana. 

On October 3, as soon as night had come, 
Dieudonne and two other convicts effected their 
escape by embarking on a raft, hurriedly mado 
with a ladder and several barrels. 

They knew that the current would take them 
towards British Guiana, and after 48 fAvu.’s’ 
adventuring on their crazy craft they were 
captured, just as they were about to disembaix 
on British territory.

The High Sheriff, Sir John Scott, moved, at 
the meeting of the Cork Harbour Commissioners 
yesterday, that they viewed with much satis- 
faction the efforts being made to unite Ireland, 
North and South, in a scheme for the future 
government of this country, “and the restora- 
tion of the usual trading and commercial] rela- 
tions between all parts of Ireland would help 
towards the desired object, and towards the 
promotion of peace and good feeling amongst 
all creeds and classes in our land.”.

LANDRU SEEING 
IT THROUGH. 


DESPITE BAD SIGHT 
AND HEALTH. - 


a 


VERSAILLES, Wednesday. 

At to-day’s hearing of the Landru case, the 
medical experts rejected the hypnotism theory, 
They testified that hypnotism could not effect 
the destruction of personality to the extent that 
the subjects might be alive, but ignorant of 
their identity. 

As Landru was brought into court he was 
surreptitiously accosted by newspaper corre- 
spondents. He seemed on cordial terms with his 
warders. He said, '“ My health is poor and my 
Sight is bad, very bad; but | will 
seo this through. I have no com- 
plaint against the . President or Public 
Prosecutor; but I do regret the inefficiency ot 
the police, who are unable to find the missing 
women. 

The kitchen stove was to-day again in front 
of the court box, containing the calcined bones 
unearthed in the Gambais villa, and alleged to 
be the remains of the missing women. It was 
handed round for the jury’s inspection. 

The President mentioned the smoke, which, 
it was staied, had been seen rising from the 
villa. -He also dwelt on the evidence of the 
former butcher, who recognised the smell ot 
burning flesh. According to another witness a 
light was seen in the villa the same night. It 
was so brilliant as to suggest a motor headlight. 
This light came from Landru’s kitchen 

The President added that Landru had been ob- 
served leaving the villa at night, and driving 
towards a pond in the vicinity. 

Landru sarcastically remarked—Can the wit- 
ness who put forward this statement appear? I 
should like to hear him. 

The President—He will come, The President 
added that the pond had been dragged, but the 
fact that the mud was several feet deep ham- 
pered operations. 

The President further affirmed that the bones 
found at Gambais were those of human beings, 
and said that experts bad identified the remains 
of the bodies of at least three women. More- 
over, with the calcined bones, there had been 
found hooks, buttons, and other accessories of 
women's clothing. 

To this Landru replied 
these experts. 

Madame Corbin, living at. Vernouillet, then 
deposed to having seen thick smoke rising from 
the chimney of Landru’s villa one evening in 
the summer of 1915. She spoke of it to the 
rural guard, mentioning her suspicion that some 
one in the house was burning incriminating 
papers connected with espionage operations. 
~—Landru explained that he was about to move 
and bad, in fact, been destroying a lot of old 
papers on that account. 

ther witnesses, who followed, testified that

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RAILWAY DRIVERS RESTIVE. 


Mr. John Bromley, General Secretary of the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen, has addressed a letter to the Secretary 
of the Railway Staff and Wages Commiitee, 
complaining of the lengthening of the working 
day of engine-drivers and firemen by some com- 
panies by means of rostered overtime.

the engine arrives at its destination 
cases, station yard or shed duties are impored 
far in excess of the eight hours’ duty. The 
practice is doubly wrong, because, as railway- 
men of over three years’ service are not msured 
against unemployment, the men are thrown ot 
without any financial assistance whatever He 
appeals to the Committee to adjust the matter 
in accordance with the national agreement on 
conditions of service, or to arrange a meeting 
with a view to the discontinuance of the 
practice. 

He concluded that the men’s feeling on the 
matter «s so acute that, if not speedily rectified, 
there are grave possibilities of serious trouble 
arising, for which the Union will not accept re- 
sponsibility.

AN ANOMALOUS. 
SITUATION. 
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The position of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
especially those who are now serving in the 
six-county Parliamentary area, is peculiar. 

Unider the Home Rule Act the Royal Irish 
Constabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police Forces were to be reserved to the British 
Executive for a period of not longer than three 
years. This regulation was based on the as- 
sumption that both the Northern and Southern 
Parliaments would function under the Act. The 


its duties, including the duty of enforcing law 
and order, In the North of Ireland there exists 
what is called the “ Special” Constabulary, 
and, while this body has been taken over by the 
Northern Executive, the regular Constabulary 
remain as heretofore as regards their pay, pro- 
motion, leave, and transfers. 

The .existence of two forces carrying out the 
same duties and working on parallel lines, but 
under two distinct authorities, somewhat 
anomalous. We are informed that the men of 
the regular Constabulary in the six-county area, 
are being asked. whether they have any objec- 
tion to continue to serve in that area. If they 
object, they will be permitted to retire, and a 
period six years will be added to their 
service when calculating their pension. 

If a Parliament for Southern Ireland should 
come into existence it is understood that men 
who did not wish to continue to serve in the 
North, and who at the same time had no desire 
to retire, might arrange for transfer with men 
serving in the Southern area, and vice versa. 
UNDER WHICH PARLIAMENT? 

In ednnection with this matter the Weekly 
Irish Times states that the Belfast City Police 
force and the Northern Counties Police have 
received intimation that they will be asked 
individually during the next week to state their 
willingness

Thie is understood to be the reply to the repre. 
sentation put forward by the representative 
body of the Roval Irish Constabulary recently in 
London to the Chief Secretary, that the R.1.0., 
as an Imperial force created, were not willing 
to be transferred to either of the Parliaments. 

The information now will enable tho 
Government to deal with the matter based upon 
accurate numbers. 

It is, however, a foregone conclusion, saye &

MOISTURE IN 
BUTTER. 
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CREAMERY MANAGERS' 
VIEWS. 
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The Central Council of the Irish Creamery 
Managers’ Association has issued a protest 
against statements regarding Irish creamery 
butter which have been made at meetings of 
public bodies, and which, it states, convey the 
impression— 

(1) That the manufacture of butter containing 
moisture in excess of the legal limit is general 
among Irish creameries ; 

(2) That creameries are adulterating butter 
with foreign fats; and 

(3) That other practices of a questionable 
nature are resorted to in creameries. 

The various assertions and insinuations, the 
statement goes on, seem to be almost entirely 
assumed from the fact that the price of Irish 
butter for a portion of the past season was 40s. 
to 50s. per cwt. below Danish, It was not 
denied that excess moisture in butter had of 
late been more prevalent than it was before 
the war,.and the Association had for a number 
of years past been advocating drastic remedies 
for this abuse. The Council were gratified to 
learn that there was-now a prospect of adequate 
measures being taken to deal with the excess 
water question. They hoped that samples would 
be taken nof only on the manufacturers 
premises, but, possible, in transit, at 
merchants’ warehouses and retail shops, and 
that, if any manufacturers complained that they 
could not make butter within the required limit, 
they: should be compelled to brand their 
packages distinctly with the @rords, ‘ Over 16 
per cent. moisture.”’ Otherwise the butter 
would be deemed as guaranteed to have mot 
over 16 per cent. 

In considering the difference in price between 
the Danish and Irish butter it must not be for- 
gotten that prices in general were nearly double 
pre-war prices. Therefore, a difference of 408. now 
would represent only an increase of 20 per cent, 
as compared with 10 per cent. before the war. 

Before it, was assumed that the difference was 
solely, or to a large extent, due to excess mots- 
ture. certain facts should be considered. The 
first-mentioned was that when the Board of 
Trade took over the remnants of butter control 
from the Ministry of Food in April last, they 
were handed probably not less than 80,000 tons 
of Calonial and Argentine butter purchased at a 
high price. Those stocks had been placed on 
the market at unremnterative rices in a 
manner which had caused considerable disturb- 
ance to the whole trade. 

Danish butter always commanded the premier 
position in the market, and, as the Danes did 
not rely on ove country to take their produce, 
they need send to Great Britain only sufficient 
to satisfy the needs of the limited number who 
could afford to pay fancy prices. Outside ihe 
limited circle there remained the greater bcdy 
of British consumers prepared either to buy 
butter at low prices or to do without. The large 
quantity of Colonial butter and the season's ex- 
port of Irish butter had, therefore, to be sacri- 
ficed. 

For the same reason the industrial sa gato 
and unemployment in Great Britain would more 
seriously affect the price of Irish and Cvlonial 
butters than that of Danish. The political dis- 
turbances, dislocation of telegraphic comn-unt- 
cations, railway troubles, and less atisfactory 
conditions transit generally had alo ad- 
versely affected Irish butter. 
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PRE-WAR POSTAL RATES. 
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MR. KELLAWAY’S HOPES. 


The Postmaster-General, at Bristol yesterday, 
opened a new road constructed at a cost ol 
£40,000 to give the northern part of the city 
direct access to The Downs. The civil authority 
has given it the name of Kellaway avenue, as 
it was in this district that the Postmaster- 
General spent the early part of his life. 

In a speech Mr. Kellaway said that he hoped 
that the Post Office estimate for next year 
would show a substantial surplus. When he 
was appointed Postmaster-General there was 4 
deficiency of seven million pounds on the years 
working, and if, in less than two years, they 
had converted that loss into a surplus, he 
thought that the people should be grateful. He 
had the authority of the Government for ne 
that when they got that surplus the increase 
postal charges, for which he was responsible, 
would be removed. They would then be on tlx 
right road to put postal charges down to pre- 
war level.
